S,0, 2754.—Wherca.s the Central Car'.'rriment is oJ! the opinion that in exercise 
oJ! the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Act, 1963 (22 ol 1963), the notifleation of the Government of India in the Ministry 
OX Commerce No. S O. 397G dated the 20th December, 1965 should be amended as 
mentioned hereunder so as to inciude ‘’Steatite” and “Feldspar” and tO eocempt 
the application of this notification to the export of .samples to prospective buyers; 

And whereas the Central Government has formulated the proposals In the form 
ol amendments a.s specified below tor the said purpose and has forwarded the same 
to the Export Inspection Council, as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the 
Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1964; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said rule, the Central Government hereby 
Dublishe.s the said amendments containing the proposals for the Lnformatlon of 
the public likely to be affected thereby. 

2- Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objections 
or suggestions with respect to the said proposals may forward the same within 
thirty days of the date of publication in the Gazette of India of this notification 
to the Export Inspection Council.

“10- Steatite 
11. Feldspar’’.

Drafts rules proposed to be Issued under section 17 of the Export (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963)- 

1. These rules may be called the Export of Minerals and Ores—■ Group II 
(inspection) Amendment Rules, 1968- 

2- In the Export of Mlnsrals and Ores—Group II (Inspection) Rules, 1969— 
(i) in rule 7, after serial No.9 and the entries relating thereto, tha follow¬ 
ing shall be Inserted, namely: 

"10- Steatite—Minimum of Rs- 100/- 
11, Feldspar—Minimum of Rs. 100/-”-; 

(11) In the schedule after serial No. 9 and the entry relating thereto, the 
following shall be added namely; 

"10. Steatite 
11- Feldspar".
